SALBM, 111., July 14 —W. J, Bryan, 
the democratic candidate for president, 
with Mrs. Bryan, left Chicago yester- 
day and arrived here last night shortly 
after 11 o'clock. 
He was greeted at 
difierent towns along the route by 
large asBemblages or people and on his 
arrival here almost the entire populace 
of the town turned out to welcome him 
to the borne of his childhood. 


The inhabitants of this quiet town 
were rather slow in getting about 
today. 
The demonstration of 
last 
night appears to have been rather too 
much for them and everybody weary 
from the unaccustomed loss .of sleep 
remained in bed until the sun was high 
in the heavens. 
Then they began to 
assemble in small groups about the 
court house square and to talk of the 
wonderful display that had been made 
in honor of the return of William J. 
Bryan, the presidential nominee of the 
democratic party. 


The oldest settlers, and the town is 
full of them, recounted stories and 
anecdotfs of Mr. Bryan when he was 
known as a barefooted boy in this 
region thirty 
years ago. 
Prophets 
among these old residents were num- 
erous. They said they always did know 
that "Billy" Bryan was going to be 
somebody. 
They all knew his father, 
iTudge 
Silas 
Bryan, 
who settled 
here in the early 40*3. 
Incidents in 
the life of the old judge were recounted 
and from what the old settlers say he 
was in his time the best pleader and 
jury lawyer in this part of the state and 
lie had the reputation of being a re- 
markably clever campaigner, or stump 
speaker. 


This town was laid out by the early 
white settlers long before Illinois was 
admitted to the union as a state. The 
main thoroughfare of the city, the one 
on which 
Mr. 
Bryan's 
birthplace 
stands, was the old National road sur- 
veyed from Pittsburg, to Cincinnati, to 
Yincennes and St. Louis. 
It was over 
this road that the United States mails 
were transported. 


At the age of nineteen Silas Br; an 
settled in this section, coming from 
Culpepper Court House, Va., where he 
was born. 
His father was a soldier in 
the war of the revolution. 
On settling 
here Bryan began the study of law. 
A 
year or so later he was admitted to the 
practice before the courts of the state. 
A few months later he married Miss 
Jennings, daughter of a 
prominent 
farmer and one of the early settlers of 
the state. 


Being a thrifty man Sr^an prospered 
and soon was able to put up a little 
home. 
It was a little story and a half 
frame building with a porch 
running 
the entire length along the front. It 
had four rooms down stairs and three 
up stairs and a hallway through the 
center. 
It was painted white and had 
green blinds. 
The house still 
stands 
and is now the center of attraction for 
all visitors to this place, for it was here 
that William J. Bryan was born. It is 
not difierent from scores of 
other 
houses along the street, though during 
the last score of years or so several 
houses more pretentious id s'za have 
been erected. 


Salem is an attractive town. 
Every 
one of the streets are broad and every 
one has a row of gigantic maple trees 
upon each side so that the use of an 
umbrella in the hot, sultry 
weather 
that now prevails is unnecessary to 
protect one from the glare of the sun. 
And the lawns about the houees are 
well kept and the comfort loving in- 
habitants have learned the use of ham- 
mocks, for beneath the trees 
which 
surround every house these restful in- 
ventions are swung. 


The old stone court house, where for 
twelve years Judge Silas Bryan sat 
upon the bench, still stands in the cen 
ter of the public square, which is the 
business center of the village. 
This 
court house was built, according to the 
early settlers, along in 1855 or 1856, 
and the old trees that were planted 
around in that time of its building, still 
stand and furnish luxuriant shade for 
the citizens who. during the summer, 
have much leisure time. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, like the inhabi- 
tants of the town, were weary 
this 
morning. 
They rested until after 9 
o'clock and, going up to breakfast, thev 
had spring chicken and fried potatoes 
and blackberries, grown in the yard of 
his sister's home, and coffee. 
With 
them at breakfast were J. W. Baird and 
his wife. Mr. Bryan's sister, and Misses 
Nannie and Mamie Bryan, two attrac-^ 
tive looking young women who have 
just finished their college education. 


After breakfast Mrs. Bryan remained 
at home while Mr. Bryan went to the 
court house to attend to some business 
of his mother's estate. 
At dinner time 
Mr. Bryan, his wife and two unmarried 
sisters went to the home of their aunt. 
Mrs. D. S. Marshall, and in the after, 
noon he drove about the town and out 
to the old farm upon which his father 
lived during the last part of his life. 
Mr. Bryan himself is a member of the 
Presbyterian church, but his father was 
a Baptist, and according to Col. Thomas 
E 
Merriit, who in the early 
days 
stumped the county with him, believed 
there was no salvation for a man unless 
he was baptized by immersion. But 
there wera not enough BaptistB in the 
town to support a preacher regularly, 
and so it was that services were only 
held in the Baptist church 
twice a 
J month, and in that way it came to pass 


that William J. Bryan attended Pres- 
byterian services and finally became a 
i\iember of that church. 


It has been arranged that Mr. Bryan 
stall drive over to Centralia, twelve 
miles southwest of here, 
where 
a 
demonstration will be given tonight. 
It was Mr. Bryan's wish to remain 
quiet today, but the people of Centralia 
had made all the arrangements for a 
display in his honor and he 
finally 
consented to go. A big demonstration 
will be held here tomorrow and tomor- 
row night. 
Governor Altgeld has been 
advertised as one of the principal 
speakers.

LONDON, July 
14,—Dispatches re- 
ceived here from Canea, Island of 
Crete, dated Sunday. July 12, report 
that all of the Christian and Mussul. 
man members of the assembly have ar- 
rived there. The resolution demanding 
a modification of the Halepa conven- 
tion will, it is added, be submitted by 
the Christians for the consideration of 
the assembly without delay. 
The 
Mussulmans are bitterly opposed, dur- 
ing the progress of negotiation, to 
permitting the insurgents to remain 
armed. It is believed that if the porte 
refuses to make the concessions de- 
manded hostilities will be resumed. 
The Turks are arming the native Mus- 
sulmans. 


SALONICA, July 14—Twenty 
batal- 
lions of Bedifis have been called out 
and ordered to join the Third 
Army 
corps. Six batallions, it is stated, will 
proceed at once to the Greek frontier, 
and the remainder of t h e levy will be 
distributed along the Macedonian fron- 
tier. 
The Redifia in the other prov- 
inces of Turkey have been ordered to 
be in readiness for mobilization.

NEW ORLEANS. July 14 —Therearrived 
in this city yesterday over the Southern 
Pacific railroad thirty Chinese boys in 
charge of Rev. Hule Kin, a Presby- 
terian minister, who has charge of a 
mission in New York, where they go 
to be placed at school and after re- 
ceiving a primary education will enter 
college. 
They are sons of prominent 
and wealthy residents of Canton, Hong 
Kong and other large cities of China.

war with Japan the people of China 
have become more and more alive to 
their deficiencies and are anxious to 
place themselves more in touch with 
modern methods. 
It was with this 
idea in view that the boys were sent to 
America to obtain an education. 
Mr. 
Kin further said: 
"The government 
officials had no conferences with me 
regarding the sending of a large num- 
ber of children to this country to re- 
ceive an education. 
The government 
will, in all probability, spend millions 
of dollars to have her young sons learn 
the language and all the arts and 
sciences of the American people."

TERBE HADTE, Ind., July 
14—The 
saloon men, who have evinced a defiant

A Man Attempts to Shoot Presi- 
dent Faure. 


Fired a Revolver at the Kxecntlve as 
He Stood Upon the Field of 
fiong Champs. 


PARIS, July 
14—An attempt was 
made to assassinate President 
Faure 
today. 
The president had gone to 
Long Champs to review the troops. He 
had no sooner entered the field when a 
man in the crowd stepped forward and 
fired a revolver at him. The shot did 
not take effect. 
The would-be assassin 
was at once arrested. 
He declared 
that he had only fired a blank cartridge 
and that he had no intention of killing 
the president. When it became known 
in the crowd at Long Champs that tbe 
president had not been hurt by the 
pistol shot the greatest enthusiasm was 
manifested. 
Cheer after oheer was 
sent up and the people could scarcely 
be restrained by the guards 
from 
crowding about the place where the 
president and his suite were standing.

nee Besan Work as a Water Boy. 
CINCINNATI. July 14.—J. W. Patrick, 
now a freight clerk here, said yester- 
day in speaking of the democratic 
presidential nominee: 


"I paid Billy Bryan the first money 
he ever earned. 
I used to live in 
Salem, III., and was well 
acquainted 
with the Bryans. 
I was in the hay 
business then. 
North of J udge Bryan's 
farm were 240 acres, which he wanted 
to get for his boys. 
Billy, who was the 
oldest, he thought 
might make a 
lawyer, but be was sure the others 
would be farmers. 
Finally the judge 
backed me and I leased the farm. The 
first season I had 240 acres of wheat. 
Just as I was beginning harvest that 
year—it was 1873—Judge Bryan rode 
out with Billy and told me to make a 
hand of him and pay him what he was 
worth. 


"The boy was just out of school. 
I 
needed a water boy, so I took Judge 
Bryan's old buggy horse, tied two 
gallon water jugs with a rope and 
hoisted them and Billy on the horse's 
back. 
During that harvest 
young 
Bryan followed the machines around 
the field on the horse's back. 
Even 
then that boy would discuss politics at 
noon time."

WASHINGTON, July 14—J. H. Turner, 


who for the last four years has been 


sscretary of the national committee of 


the people's party, in a signed state- 


ment, urges populists to support Bryan 


for president, 


"The result ot the late national dem- 
ocratic convention at Chicago is un- 
doubtedly the triumph of populism," 
writes Mr, Turner. 
"A large portion 
of the voters in the populist party in 
the south and west were originally 
democrats and left the old party be- 
cause it was dominated in every na- 
tional convention by the eastern demo- 
crats, who represented Wall strdet and 
the monopolists of New York and New 
England. 
It became quite apparent to 
every thinking man that as long as 
New York was allowed to make tbe 
platform and name the candidate of 
the democratic party that the great 
plain people would have no show and 
that their rights and wishes would al- 
ways be ignored. 


"Believing this, the thinking men 
among the rank and file determined to 
quit the old party and organize a new 
party. 
Hence the existence of the 
populist party. 
The democratic party

THE fact that a number of democratic

No one 
expected that extreme goldites would 
acquiesce in or support such action. 
The extent of the bolt is not greater 
than had been anticipated. 


AUSBICAN farmers may be confronted 
with the danger of another trouble- 
some weed somewhat similar to the 
noted Bussian thistle in its destructive 
extent 
unless immediate steps are 
taken to check the further progress of 
tumbling mustard. Tumbling mustard 
has become very obnoxious as a weed 
in the Canadian west provinces during 
the past five years and recently has 
been 
reported from nine different 
localities in the United States. 
Its 
record in Canada and the rapidity with 
which in has already spread here has 
actuated the agricultural department 
to issue a special warnicg for prompt 
action. So far the weed has been con- 
fined to a small area in this country. 
It is usually introduced in baled hay, 
poorly cleaned seed, stock cars or 
sweepings from grain cars. It is espe- 
cially likely to be contained in timothy 
seed, a large proportion of which is 
grown in the Sioux valley of the east- 
ern part of Sonth Dakota.

Despite Hia Great Wealth He Was a Very 


' 
Fopular Man. 


Austin Corbin, whose death leaves 
Long Island without a "king," reached 
the summit of his ambition as a man 
of business when, a short time ago, he 
became master of the island, l^r. Cor- 
bin wais ever a shrewd financier, bold 
In venture, modest in success, and un- 
dismayed by failure when he met it 
He was a native of Newport and was 
closing his 70th year. He lived in the 
enjoymerrt 
of 
exuberant, 
buoyant 
health up to the very moment when, 
overturned by a pair of frisky horses, 
he met his death. His ruddy skin, elastic 
step, and sparkling eye told of the boy- 
ish spirit wlthifi. Mr. Corbin began his 
New York life aa a banker in 1861. He 
first tried his hand at railroad matters 
about twenty years ago, when he built

Nassr-ed-Din 
cannot fail to in- 
cite in the minds of 
the Persians; and it 
is already reportf:d 
that the 
accession 
to the throne of the 
new shah, Mozaffer-ed-Din, was accom- 
plished without any difficulty, though 
he was far from the capital at the mo- 
ment of his father's assassination. 
It 
eccms also cortain that his elder broth- 
er, Zeleh Sultan, Governor of Ispahan, 
will make no opposition, as by too 
hasty cable dispatches it was intimated 
ho would. 
The late shah left three 
jons. 
The eldest. Prince Zeleh Sultan, 
was born from a mother not of royal 
blood, and consequently he could not, 
according to the Persian law, inherit 
the crown, unless no other son should 
be born to the shah by a royal princess. 
Similar alarming rumors were prevail- 
ing at first in regard to the attitude of 
the third son of Nassr-ed-Dln, Naile 
es Sultaneh, who was minister of war 
at the time of the assassination of his 
lather, and who resided at Teheran, 
where he might, with the support of 
the army under his command, have 
taken possession of the crown. 
On the 
contrary, he hastened to announce the 
awful event to his brother, who was at 
Tauris, and to prepare him a splendid 
reception on his arrival at the capital. 


The new shah, Mozaffer-ed-Dln, has 
therefore everything highly auspicious 
and in quiet condition on his assuming 
the government of Persia and his own 
past history eeems to be a guarantee 
that his administration of the "Em- 
pire of the Sun" will be prosperous 
and beneficent to the country. 
He was 
born in 1854, has been married for 
many years and has several children. 
His manners are very quiet and simple; 
he dresses like his officers. 
He is a 
good Mussulman, but not a fanatic; 
his ideas are large, and his mind in- 
quisitive. In his youth he had for tutor 
Mirza Nizam, one of the most brilliant 
pupils of the famous "Ecole Polytech- 
nique" of Paris, and also of the mining 
school. 
The pupil and the tutor under- 
stood each other so well that the Mus- 
sulman clergy took umbrage at it, and 
the professor was sacrificed to their re- 
ligious prejudices. 
He affected to be 
very friendly and submissive toward 
tho Mussulman clergy and also to be 
satisfied with the life of an exile, which, 
according to Persian usages, the heir- 
prciiiimptlve has to lead as governor of 
a province distant from the capital, 
Teheran, v/here his courtiers might be 
inclined to foster some of those palace 
revolutions so frequent in the Orient,

He married his first cousin, a daugh- 
ter of Firouz Mirza, a woman of high 
Intellect. 
Unfortunately her children 
died, and the three sons he has, being 
from women of low rank, cannot be 
his legitimate heirs. 
The new shah, 
unlike his elder brother, Zeleh Sultan, 
hao always shown himself a partisan 
of Russia, rather than of England. 
It 
is expected that he 
will 
keep 
the 
balance even between these two pow- 
ers, each of ' which has been always 
endeavoring to establish its exclusive 
influence in the Persian empire now 
ruled 
by 
the 
shah 
Mozaffer-ed-Din 
writes 
Felix 
Aucaigne 
in 
Harper's 
Weekly. 


The late Shah fell a victim to the 
feelings of vengeance entertained by 
the followers of the Babism sect, which 
started, some forty years ago, a revolu- 
tionary movement of a social and re- 
ligious character. 
The Babists were 
crushed by the troops of Nassr-ed-Din, 
and thousands of them suffered death, 
with accompaniment of frightful tor- 
tures, The sect was considered as thor- 
oughly annihilated. 
But its surviving 
adherents could easily have recruited 
ecme fanatical adepts, like the mollah 
Reza, especially after 
dissatisfaction 
had 
been created in Persia 
by the 
gi-antlng of the tobacco monopoly to a 
British firm, so injurious to the Persian 
producers and consumers, and also by 
other measures, like the facilities of- 
fered clandestinely to the exportation 
of grain. 
This exportation is prohib- 
ited in Persia, as in Morocco, by the 
Mussulman tradition and by law. Late- 
ly frightful bread riots occurred in sev- 
eral cities of Iran, and they were sup- 
pressed only after bloody 
fights. 
The 
tobaco monopoly was withdrawn re- 
luctantly 
by Nassr-ed-Din, 
who 
de- 
rived a large and regular income from 
it; but this withdrawal could not wipe 
out the anger of the Persians, all of 
whom, women and men, are constantly 
smoking, and who had been compelled 
to desist from it during the six months 
because their mollahs and ulemas had 
preached that the tobacco was contam- 
inated 
throug;^ being 
handled 
by 
"Christian dogs."

Recently Won a Seat In Coneress from 
the Sixteenth Illinois. 


General John I. RInaker of Cai-Iin- 
ville, who was lately admitted to con- 
gi-ess as representative from the Six- 
teenth Illinois district, was born In 
Baltimore about 60 years ago. He was 
taken to Illinois when he was 6 years 
of age, and has since lived in Illinois. 
He worked on a farm until he was 18. 
A part of the time each winter he de- 
voted to study in the common schools. 
By farm work and teaching school he 
earned sufficient money to go through 
college, and was graduated 
In 
the 
scientific course from McKendree Col- 
lege in 1851. Afterward he read law 
with Senator John M. Palmer for two 
years, and was admitted to the bar In 
1854. He then located at Carlinvllle, 
his present home, and entered upon his 
practice, which he continued until 1862. 
In that year he entered the army, rais- 
ing the One Hundred and Twenty-sec- 
ond regiment of Illinois Volunteers. 
He served for three years, was wound- 
ed in battle and was made brevet brig- 
adier general of volunteers for gallant 
services. After the war he returned to 
Illinois and resumed the practice of 
law. He took some part In politics as a 
campaign speaker and in 1874 ran for 
congress in a strong democratic dis- 
trict against W i l l i ^ R. Morrison, run- 
ning ahead of the' rest of the ticket. 
Grant in 1875 appointed him United 
States district attorney for the south- 
ern district of Illinois, but he had not 
solicited this place, and declined i t In 
1885 he was appointed by Governor 
Oglesby as a member of the state rail- 
road and warehouse commission, and 
served four years, acting as chairman.

Last week he sold 20,000 bushels 
in one lot to J & S. Emison, of Vin- 
cennes, and the Hudnut mills, of Terre 
Haute, have purchased 50,000 more in

Mr. Brevoort's 
wheat crop this-year will also amount 
to some 25,000 bushels, and he has rye 
and barley fields in proportion.

assist him in the management of his 
farm, and the homes which he has pro 
vided for them near the center of his 
place form quite a little village.

of the most fascin- 
ating stories of the 
day. It is his first 
production and will 
undoubtedly 
bring 
him fortune in addition to fame. 
He 
has been engaged in newspaper work 
In Chicago for a number ol years, and 
is now financial editor of a morning 
newspaper. 
In this experience he has 
found much of the material of which 
the novel is built. The realism of the 
story is its most powerful and fascin- 
ating element—free and simple, never 
offending good taste. The interest that 
captivates one in the description of life 
in Tamplco holds one through the trou- 
bles of the hero, and never wanes to 
the last word. 


The coloring is as distinct as it Is 
excellent. 
Jerry's worldly experience 
was limited to Tamplco when he start- 
ed for Chicago to get work on a dally 
newspaper. 
"As a town Tampico was 
an utter failure. It had a poor little 
street, degenerated into a mere country 
lane—grass-grown, weed-grown, made 
free of by estray cows and chibkena; a 
half-dozen frame bulldluge, of which 
only two—the postoffice and 
general 
store and the Herald office—retained 
the dignity of their original urban use; 
a surrounding of sloping woods and 
rolling fields, vacant save for the agri- 
cultural Intrusion which leaves so re- 
spectfully large a margin of nature to 
each human trespasser. 
At night the 
vast country solitude rolled down over 
Tampico and Ingulfed it like an At- 
lantic ingulfing a derelict 
bumboat. 
Such was the degree of Tampico's de-

down on the townfolk. No town can 
get lower than that. 


Old men of the seigbbprhood still 
talked fondly about the boom, although 
at the period of expansion referred to 
nobody had known it for a boom, that 
Invention of the real-estate man being 
then far in the future. It was admitted 
that Tampico had one of the finest sites 
for a town in Illinois. The canal came

BRYAN AT SALEM. 


The Democratic Leader Visits 


Childhood Scenes. 


All the People Turn out to Do Honor 


to Tiielr Old friend and 


Neighbor. 


SALKV. Ill, July 14 — W. J. Bryan, 


the democratic candidate for president, 
with Mre. Bryan, left Chicago yester- 
day and arrived here last night shortly 
after 11 o'clock. He waj greeted at 
different towns along the route by 
large assemblages of people and on his 
arrival here almost the entire populace 
of the town turned out to welcome him 
to the home of his childhood. 


The inhabitants of this quiet town 


were rather slow in getting about 
today. 
The demonstration of last 


night appears to have been rather too 
much for them and everybody weary 
from the unaccustomed loss of sleep 
remained in bed until the sun was high 
in the heavens. Then they began to 
assemble in email groups about the 
court house square and to talk of the 
wonderful display that had been made 
m honor of the return of William J. 
Bryan, the presidential nominee of the 
democratic party. 


The oldest settlers, and the town is 


ull of them, recounted stories and 
anecdotes of Mr. Bryan when he waa 
cnown as a barefooted boy in this 
•egion thirty years ago. 
Prophets 


among these old residents were num- 
erous. They said they always did know 
that "Billy" Bryan was going to be 
somebody. They all knew his father, 
Judge 
Silas 
Bryan, ' who settled 


lore in the early 40's. 
Incidents in 


he life of the old judge were recounted 
and trom what the old settlers say he 
was in his time the best pleader ' and 
ury lawyer in this part of the state and 
le had the reputation of being a re- 
markably clever campaigner, or stump 
peaker. 
This town was laid out by the early 


white settlers long before Illinois was 
admitted to the union as a state. The 
mam thoroughfare of the city, the one 
n which Mr. Brian's . birthplace 
lands, was the old National road sur- 
'eyed from Pittsburg, to Cincinnati, to 
Vincennes and St. Louis. 
It was over 


his road that the United States mails 
were transported. 


At the age of nineteen Silas Bryan 
ettled in thia section, coming from 
Culpepper Court House, Va , where he 
waa born. His father was a soldier in 
he war of the revolution. 
On settling 


lere Bryan began the study of law. A 
year or so later he was admitted to the 
raciice before the courts of the state. 
A few months later he married Miss 
ennings, daughter of a 
prominent 


aimer and one of the early settlers of 
he state. 
/ 


Being a thrifty man Bryan prospered 
nd soon was able to put up a little 
home. It was a little story and a half 
'rame building with a porch running 
he entire length along the front. It 
iad four rooms down stairs and three 
up stairs and a hallway through the 
senter. 
It was painted white and had 


green blinds. The house still stands 
and is now the center of attraction for 
all visitors to this place, for it was here 
hat William J. Bryan was born. It is 
not diflerent from scores of other 
touses along the street, though during 
he last score of years or so several 
louses more pretentious in s'zo have 
teen erected. 


Salem is an attractive town. Every 


one of the streets are broad and every 
one has a row of gigantic maple trees 
upon each side so that the use of an 
umbrella in the hot, sultry weather 
hat now prevails it unnecessary to 
protect one from the glare of the sun. 
And the lawns about the houses .are 
well kept and the comfort loving in- 
habitants have learned the use of ham- 
mocks, for beneath the tre^p which 
surround every house these restful in- 
ventions are swung. 


The old stone court tymsp, where for 


twelve yeara Judge Silas, Bryan sat 
upon the bench, still stands in the cen 
:er of the public square, which is the 
business center of the village. This 
court home was built, according to the 
early settlers, along in 1855 or 1856, 
and the old trees that were planted 
around in that time of its building, still 
stand and furnish luxuriant shade for 
the citizens who, during the summer, 
nave much leisure time, 


Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, like the inhabi- 


tants of the town, were weary this 
morning. They rested until after 9 
o'clock and, going up to breakfast, they 
had spring chicken and fried potatoes 
and blackberries, grown in the yard of 
bis sister's home, and coffee. With 
them at breakfast were J. W. Baird and 
his wife, Mr. Bryan's sister, and Misses 
Nannie and If amis Bryan, two attrac- 
tive looking young women who have 
just finished their college education. 


After breakfast Mrs, Bryan remained 


at home while Mr. Bryan went to the 
court house to attend to some business 
of his mother's estate. At dinner time 
Mr. Bryan, his wife and two unmarried 
sisters went to the home of their aunt, 
Mrs. D. 8. Marshall, and in the after. 
noon he drove about the town and out 
to the old farm upon which his father" 
lived during the last part of hi« life. 
Mr. Bryan himself i« a member of the 
Presbyterian church, but his father wag 
a Baptist, and according to Col. Thomas 
E. Merritt, who in the early days 
stumped the county with him, believed 
there ww no salvation for a man unless 
he WM baptised by immersion." But 
there were not enough Baptists in the 
town tosnppoit a preacher regularly 
and «o it was that services were only 
held in the B»ptlst 'church twice * 
* 


that William J. Bryan attended Pres- 
byterian services and finally became a 
membar of that church. 


It has been arranged that Mr. Bryan

Tho eldest, Prince Zeleh SuUan 
was born from a mother not of roya 
blood, and consequently he could not 
according to the Persian law, inheri 
the crown, unless no other son shoul 
be born to the shah by a royal princess 
Similar alarming rumors were prevail 
Ing at llrst in regard to the attitude o 
the third son of Nassr-ed-Dln, Nail 
eg Sultaneh, who was minister of \va 
at the time of the assassination of hi 
father, and who resided at Teheran 
where he might, with the support o 
the army under his command, hav 
taken possession of the crown. On th 
contrary, he hastened to announce th 
awful event to his brother, who was a 
Taurls, and to prepare him a spleadl 
icception on his arrlva! at the capita! 


Tho new shah, Mozaffer-ed-Din, ha 


therefore everything highly auspfciou 
and in quiet condition on his assumin 
the government of Persia and his own 
past hibtory seems to be a guarante 
that his administration of the "Em 
pire of the Sun" will be prospirou 
and beneficent to the country. He was 
born In 1854, has been married fo 
many years and has several children 
His manners are very quiet and simple 
he dresses like his officers. 
He Is 


good Mussulman, but not a fanatic 
his ideas are large, and his mind In 
quisltive. In his youth he had for tuto 
Miiza Nizam, one of the most brllllan 
pupils of the famous "Ecolo Polytech 
nique" of Paris, and also of the minin; 
school. The pupil and'the tutor under 
stood each othor so well that the Mus 
sulman clergy took um'orage at It, 
the professor was sacrificed to their re 
ligious prejudices. He affected to b 
very friendly and submissive towarc 
the Mussulman clergy and also to b 
satisfied with the life of an exile, which 
according to Persian usages, the heir 
prctiiimptl've has to lead as governor o 
a province distant from the capital 
Teheran, where his courtiers might b 
inclined to foster some of those palace 
revolutions so frequent In the Orlenl

The late Shah fell a victim to the 


feelings of vengeance entertained bj 
the followers of the Babism sect, which 
started, some forty years ago, a revolu- 
tionary movement of a social and re- 
ligious character. 
The Babists wore 


crushed by the troops of Nassr-ed-Din, 
and thousands of them suffered death, 
with accompaniment of frightful tor- 
tures. The sect was considered as thor- 
oughly annihilated. But its surviving 
adherents could easily havj^j recruited 
Bcme fanatical adepts, llko the mollah 
Reza, especially after dissatisfaction 
had 
been created in Persia by the 


granting of the tobacco monopoly to a 
British firm, so Injurious to the Persian 
producers and consumers, and also by 
other measures, like the facilities of- 
fered clandestinely to the exportation 
of grain. This exportation le prohlb 
Ited In Persia, as In Morocco, by the 
Mussulman tradition and by law. Late- 
ly frightful bread riots occurred In sev- 
eral cities of Iran, and they were sup- 
pressed only after bloody fights. The 
tobacco monopoly was withdrawn re- 
luctantly by Nassr-ed-Din, who de- 
rived a large and regular Income from 
t; but this withdrawal could not wipe- 
out the anger of the Persians, all of 
whom, women and men, are constantly 
smoking, and who had been compelled 
to dceist from it during tho six months 
jecause their mollahs and ulemas had 
ireached that the tobacco was contam- 
nated 
throu^i being 
handled 
by 


'Christian dogs."

General John I. Rlnaker of Carlln- 


•vllle, who was lately admitted to con- 
gress as representative from the Six- 
teenth Illinois district, was born In 
Baltimore about 60 years ago. He was 
taken to Illinois when he was 6 years 
of age, and has since lived In Illinois. 
He worked on a farm until he was 18. 
A part of the time each winter he de- 
voted to study in the common schools. 
By farm work and teaching school he 
earned sufficient money to go through 
college, and was graduated 
In the 


scientific course from McKendree Col- 
lege in 185L Afterward he read law 
with Senator John M. Palmer for two 
years, and was admitted to the bar In 
1854. 
He then located at Carlinvllle, 


his present home, and entered upon his 
practice, which ho continued until 1862. 
In that year he entered the army, rais- 
ing the One Hundred and Twenty-sec- 
ond regiment of Illinois Volunteers. 
He served for three years, was wound- 
ed In battle and was made brevet brig- 
adier general of volunteers for gallant 
services. After the war he returned to 
Illinois and resumed the practice of 
law. 
He took some part in politics as a 


campaign speaker and In 1871 ran for 
congress In a strong democratic dis- 
trict against William R. Morrison, run* 
ning ahead of the rest of the ticket. 
Grant In 1875 appointed him United 
States district attorney for the south- 
ern district of Illinois, but he had not 
solicited this place, and declined it In 
18S5 
he was appointed by Governor 


Oglesby as a member of the state rail- 
road and warehouse commission, and 
served four years, acting as chairman.

The realism of the 
story Is its most powerful and fascin- 
ating clement--frce and slmplo. never 
offending good taste.. Tho interest that 
captivates one in the description >of life 
In Tamplco holds one through the trou- 
bles of the hero, nnd never wanes to 
the last word. 


Tho coloring Is as distinct as It-Is 


excellent. Jerry's worldly experience 
was limited to Tamplco when ho start- 
ed for Chicago to get work on a dall> 
newspaper. "As a town Tamplco wns 
an utter failure. It had a poor little 
street, degenerated Into a mere country 
lane—grass-grown, weed-grc'ivn, made 
tree of by cstray cows and chickens; a 
half-dozen frame buildings, of which 
only two—the poatolllco and general 
.tore and tho Herald 
office—retained 


the dignity of their original urban use; 
a surrounding of sloping woods and 
rolling fluids, vacant save for the agri- 
cultural Intrusion which leaves so re- 
spectfully large a margin of nature to 
each human trespasser. 
At night the 


vast country solitude rolled down over

"Old
